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Some  time  in  1725  or  1726  Margaretha  Catharina  Rubenkam, 
widow  of  Johann  Philipp  Rtibenkam,  formerly  Pastor  of  Wanfried, 
in  the  Landgraviate  of  Hessen-Rheinfels-Wanfr ied ,  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  and  settled  in  Bristol  Tovmship,  Philadelphia  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  where  she  died  prior  to  13  May  1727,  the  date  on  which 
letters  of  administration  on  her  estate  were  granted  to  her  old¬ 
est  son.

For  many  years  our  European  investigators  searched  for  the 
record  of  Johann  Philipp  Riibenkam's  marriage,  but  without  success. 
Then,  late  in  1953,  Kirchenrat  (Church  Councillor)  Eduard  Grim- 
mell.  President  of  the  Gesellschaft  fhr  Familienkunde  in  Kurhessen 


und  Waldeck,  Kassel,  Hessen,  Germany,  found  a  clue,  and  communi¬ 
cated  his  information  to  our  two  valued  European  investigators, 

^  Kurt  Holzapfel,  Dipl.Ing,,  of  Eschv/ege,  Hessen,  and  Karl  Fried- 
rich  von  Frank,  of  Schloss  Senftenegg,  Post  Ferschnitz,  Nieder- 
Osterreich,  Austria.  They  went  to  work,  with  the  result  that  an 
N  amazing  pedigree  (for  an  American  colonist)  v/as  unraveled. 
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It  vras  found  that  Johann  Philipp  Riibenkau  was  married  at 
Reichensachsen,  near  Sschv/ege,  then  in  Hessen-Rheinfels,  on  19 
July  1699,  to  Margaretha  Catharina  Sartor ius,  the  l5-|--year-old 
daughter  of  the  late  Pastor  of  Wichmamishausen,  A  certified 
copy  of  the  record  from  the  register  at  Reichensachsen  follows:

There  are  several  errors  in  this  record.  It  is  knovm  that  Riiben- 
kam  was  Pastor  at  Wanfr ied  in  1699|  ‘'Wartens"  is  plainly  an  error. 
The  bride's  father  was  named  Matthias,  not  "Merten".  The  abbre¬ 
viation  "Sa;"  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  follov/ing  charac¬ 
ters  in  the  name  Sartorius  v/ere  destroyed,  "M."  represents  the 
teacher's  title  of  Mag  is  ter  (Master),  "iiartha"  is  said  to  be 
the  ;i.oc3l  variation  of  Margaretha. 

The  bride's  baptismal  record  from  the  Reichensachsen  register 
follows :

This  record  establishes  Frau  Rtibenkam's  mother  as  a  member 
of  the  great  Hessian  noble  family  of  Boyneburg  genannt  Ho(h)en- 
ste in. 

The  marriage  record  at  Reichensachsen  is  said  to  be  a  tran¬ 
script,  It  v/as  alleged  that  the  original  register  for  this  peri¬ 
od  was  preserved  at  the  Staatsarchiv  (State  Archives)  at  Marburg, 
but  on  30  July  1954,  the  Director  of  the  State  Archives,  Dr,  Her¬ 
zog,  informed  the  writer  that  the  Reichensachsen  church  register 
in  his  custody  covers  only  the  years  1639-53.  It  is  likely  that 
if  the  register  now  at  Reichensachsen  is  a  transcript,  the  origin¬ 
al  register  is  no  longer  extant,  so  far  as  the  period  1680-99  is 
concerned ,

In  1687  Juliana,  wife  of  I^g.  Sartorius  of  Wichmannshausen, 
was  godmother  to  a  daughter  of  Pastor  Grbll.  Pastor  Sar¬ 
torius,  who  had  been  an  unsuccessful  applicant  for  the 
Parish  of  Datterode  in  1682,  died  between  Easter  1694,  vrhen 
he  was  unable  to  officiate  on  account  of  mortal  sickness

Von  Buttlar-Elberberg ' s  Stammbuch  states  that  Anna 
Juliana  v,  Boyneburg  gen,  Hoenstein  married  a  kinsman, 
Walrab  v,  Boyneburg  gen,  Hoenstein,  The  evidence  against 
this  marriage  follows:  (1)  Anna  Juliana  is  described  as 
Jungfrau  (virgin)  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Sartorius 
in  I6B07  (2)  Walrab  v,  Boyneburg  gen,  Hoenstein’s  youngest 
child  vras  born  in  1681,  and  (3)  Walrab  died  in  I69I,  11 
years  after  Anna  Juliana’s  marriage  to  Sartorius,  Hence, 
at  no  time  could  he  have .been  her  husband. 
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An  attempt  was  made  to  find  the  exact  date  of  Anna 
Juliana *s  birth  or  baptism  in  the  original  church  register 
of  Re ichensachsen  for  the  period  1639-53  preserved  at  the 
State  Archives  at  Marburg,  On  6  October  1954,  Dr,  Plerzog, 
the  Director  of  the  State  Archives,  Informed  the  author 
that  in  the  list  of  parish  relationships  (PfarreiangehBrl- 
gen)  v/hich  the  Pastor  of  Reichensachsen  prepared  ’on4Janu- 
ary  1646,  Anna  Juliana  is  not  Included  among  the  children 
of  Curt  Leopold  von  Boyneburg  genannt  Hoenstein  (see  No,  2, 
below),  but  she  is  mentioned  in  the  list  drawn  up  probably 
at  the  end.  of  1647.  The  Reichensachsen  Church  Registers 
for  1646  and  1647  are  incomplete,  ov/ing  to  the  vreekly  and 
monthly  flights  of  the  population  (including  the  pastor) 
on  account  of  the  Thirty  Years’  "iVar.  Consequently,  Anna 
Juliana’s  baptism  is  not  entered  in  the  registers.

Most  people  have  only  one  set  of  parents,  but,  if  we  may 
judge  by  the  conflicting  testimonies  of  various  v/r iters,  Curt 
Leopold  von  Boyneburg  genannt  Hoenstein*s  mother  had  eight 
parents,  four  father s(as  well  as  f oref athersi )  and,  appropri¬ 
ately  enough,  four  mothers.  In  a  letter  dated  27  April  1955 > 
this  genealogical  conundrum  is  stated  by  Karl  Friedrich  von 
Frank,  as  follows:

(No,  4)  married  three  times,  firstly,  on  16  July  1598.  to 
Anna  Catharina,  daughter  of  Philipp  von  Folkenrbde  (VBlckers- 
roda)  genannt  Goburg.

Anna  Catharina  v,  Vftlckersroda  is  ruled  out, 
for  obvious  reasons  — -  she  died  in  I6OO,  and  Curt  Leopold 
was  born  nine  years  later,  Herr  von  Frank  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  second  wife,  Anna  von  Hanstein  aus  dem  Hause  Bornhagen 
was,  for  chronological  reasons.

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5o  The  von  Boyneburg  Lineage 


The  purpose  of  the  present  paper  is  not  to  present  in  de¬ 
tail  the  history  of  the  ancient  House  of  Boyneburg,  which  for 
eight  centuries  has  occupied  the  highest  rank  in  the  Hessian 
feudal  nobility.  Our  objective  at  this  time  is  to  give  the 
evidence,  as  it  has  been  developed  to  date,  for  the  descent, 
through  her  mother,  of  the  American  foundress  of  our  family, 
Margaretha  Catharina  (Sartor ius)  Riibenkam,  from  the  von  Boyne- 
burgs.  The  Stamms itz  (ancestral  seat)  of  the  House  is  Burg 
Boyneburg,  near  Wichmanns hausen,  Kreis  Sschv/ege,  Hessen,  Ger¬ 
many,  v/hich  was  erected  as  early  as  1107»  and  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  12th  century  became  a  favorite  residence  of  Emperor 
Frederick  (I)  Barbarossa,  In  the  middle  of  the  15th  century, 
the  family  began  to  abandon  the  fortress  in  favor  of  other 
castles  and  seats,  G-radually,  it  fell  into  ruin,  but  after 
Vforld  War  II  (1939-45)  it  was  restored  through  public  subscrip¬ 
tion,  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  present  master  of  Burg 
Boyneburg,  Hurt  von  Boyneburgk,  the  v/riter  has  added  to  his  col¬ 
lections  pictures  of  the  castle,  as  it  appeared  about  1500  and 
as  it  was  restored  by  1954.
